The  sonal  health  services  5,  including  the  ambulance  service , 
continued  to  be  provided  by  the  County  Council.  It  has  not  yet  been 
possible  to  develop  the  County  Council’s  Domestic  Help  Service  in  the 
district.  Otherwise  the  services  provided  have  been  adequate  and  no 
further  comment  ivith  regard  to  them  is  considered  necessary. 

The  Laboratory  FierviceSj  provided  by  the  West  Dorset  Group  Hospital 
Management  Committee^  have  proved  in  all  respects  most  helpful  and 
satisfactory.

Rainfall  -  26,98  ins.  35.74  ins,  43.52  ins,  (including  10,20  ins 

in  ITovembcry  tho  heaviest  recorded  rainfall  for  any 
one  month  over  the  past  50  years). 

The  supply  has  roiaainocl  adequate  in  quanti  ty  throughout  the  year,  and 
it  has  been  possible  to  supply  tho  Sherborne  R.D.C.  with  5^  million 
gallons  of  v/ator  during  the  year. 

The  qu.'lity  from  each  source,  has  remained  satisfactory. 


122  bacteriological  and  6  chemical  exanrinations  were  carried  out  in 
the  supplies  during  the  year.  In  addition  357  inforaia.l  free  chlorine 
tests  'were  made.  The  water  is  sub,1oct  to  filtration  and  chlorinat ion 
before  use.  on  chemical  exa‘,:iination  idie  su7:^p'Lies  were  found  to  have  a 
fluorine  content  of  froi'i  0.13  to  0.27  parts  per  million.  A  number  of 
private  well  supplic.s  ar^-  used  in  tho  district  for  industrial  purposes. 

A  new  borehole  for  its  own  use  was  sunk  bj'’  a  Mineral  ’/aterworks  during 
the  year.  Constant  supervision  of  those  private  supp.lios  is  maintained 
in  connection  with  which  32  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  c  xam  i  nri  t  i  o  n . 

1906  houses  in  the  urban  district  are  provided  v/ith  a  supply  direct 
into  the  house,  80  houses  obtain  their  water  supply  by  means  of  stand- 
pipes. 

8  houses  and  a  displaced  persons  camp  ( appr^oxioiately  750  inhabitants) 
in  thu  area  of  the  Sherboi’ne  ri.O.O.  alr-m  have  a  domestic  water  supply 
from  your  Council. 

ho  now  v/orks,  in  connection  with  your  water  undertaking,  were  carried 
out  during  the  5^0 ar. 

3.  DRAINAGE  AlTD  SE'f/ERAGE. 

During  the  year  the  liouso  drains  in  Terrace  View,  Goldharbour  were 
found  to  be  open  jointed.  The  owners  were  approached  and  agreed  to  the 
renovifing  of  tho  whole  of  tho  branch  drains  to '  all  the  cottages.  This  v/ork 
was  carried  out  and  completed  during  th'.^  year. 

The  extension  of  a  9'*  sewer  in  the  Bristol  Road  to  provide  for  the 
development  of  the  housing,,  estate  there,  is  under  contemplation. 

Consideration  Iras  beer,  given  to  the  best  means  of  making  the  existing 
sewage  works  racet  the  present  day  requirements,  in  order  to  meet  coinp]aintt 
which  have  been  received  with  regard  to  effluent  at  present  discharging 
from  ihose  works.

The  duties  of  the  District  Goujicil  under  the  prevention  oi  Damage 
by  Pests  Act  1949  are  carried  out  in  the  district  by  the  North  Dorset 
Joint  Rodent  Goimnittuw  whose  activities  now  cover  tho  five  districts 
in  North  Dorset  and  tho  Bcarainstcr  Rural  District.  An  increase  in  the 
staff  and  activities  of  this  Committee  is  proposed  at  the  present  time, 


The  sCiieme  of  this  Joint  Committee  has  worked  satisfactorily  in  vour 

district^ ^and  tho  sewage  disposal  works  and  the  controlled  tip  are  under 

contract  oo  tne  Committee  as  are  five  other  business  nremises  in  the 

town.

Housing  Act  1949  -  Improvement  Grants. 


No  application  for  an  I'mproveinent  Grant  under  this  Act  was  received 
during  the  year. 

I  see  little  prospect  of  the  facilities  offered  b^^  this  Act  having 
any  material  effect  on  present  housing  conditions.  Any  work  in  connectioni 
with  which  a  Grant  is  given  has  to  be  carried  out  under  the  general 
’licensing  ceiling'  of  the  local  authority  in  respect  to  repai?’  and  other 
similar  work.  For  this  reason,  even  though  a  local  authority  may  be 
anxious  to  publicize  the  availabili t^r  of  these  grants  and  encourage  the 
’improvement’  of  sub-standard  property  within  its  district,  it  is  realized 
that  to  do  so  Y\rould  be  totally  impracticable  if,  at  the  same  time,  it  is 
not  possible  to  issue  the  necessary  licences  within  the  limited  ’licensing 
CO iling’ . 

Purtheruiore ,  whore  improvciiients  arc  contemplated  in  property  already 
requiring  extensive  repair  vifork  (and  this  applies  to  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  property  wher^  ’improvements’  arc  desirable)  the 
improvcuicnt  of  such  dwellings  becomes  economically  impossible  by  reason 
of  limitations  imposed  by  the  Rent  Restriction  Acts  referred  to  below. 


During  the  year  16  recommendations  for  the  granting  of  additional 
points  on  medical  grounds  in  connection  with  their  application  for  a 
Council  house,  wore  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  respect  of 
the  conditions  under  v/hich  28  applicants  were  living,  following 
inspections  carried  out  b3^  him.  | 

Comments. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  mentioned  figures  that  38  nev/  I'r.'uses 
wer«j  provided  by  the  Council  compared  with  14  provided  during  t.MO 
preceding  ^T-ear.  Although  no  material  action  was  taken  in  respov^'"  to 
dwellings  in  the  district  v/hich  are  sub-standard  or  even  unfit  fei  human  m 
habitation,  it  is  hoped  that  this  question  will  receive  consideration  by  , 
tlie  Council  carlj'-  in  the  new  year.

137-  full  po-'or  to  carrs?-  out  their  duties  in  this  directiorn  Lven 
if  this  may  be  so,  an  authority  fully  conscious  of  its  responsiuj li ties 
v/itn  regard  to  sub-standard  propertsT-,  is  undorstandabl37-  reluctant  to 
take  action  when  it  is  clearly  apparent  that  even  the  most  benevolent 
landlord  finds  it  economic  a  1137-  impossible  to  maintain  his  existing 
propcrt37'  in  a  reasonable  state  of  repair  because  of  the  present  limitatior 
imposed  b3i'  the  Rent  Restriction  Acts.
